The crime he boldly admitted com­ 
m itting was one of the most blood 
thirsty ev er attemp ted in this com ­ 
m unity, and ev ery day or two comes 
fresh rep orts, bearing out the fact that 
the negro was a desp erate character 
and a menace when4allowed his free 
dom. 
It is for just such characters 
th at p risons are absolutely necessary, 
for it dev elop s that the fellow cared 
no more of a human life than he 
would for a v arm int beneath his feet. 
Moses Coleman, the aged father of 
the v ictim of the negro’s last deed, is 
hero for a v isit, hav ing oome from 
Mt. Sterling, Kentucky, after his son’s 
remains were laid to rest there.

Coleman says Bundrant is and always 
has been a bad man, hav ing shot three 
men in Kentucky. 
One of his v ic­ 
tims is now lying at, the p oint of death 
there. 
Another who fell under a bul­ 
let from his p istol, was an uncle of 
the 
woman, 
whom he declares he 
lov es —Mrs. Coleman, and who is now 
held as an accomp lice in the killing 
of her husband. 
The ejder Coleman 
says had he known that Bondraut was 
in this community he would hav e had 
the officers after him, for he was sore­ 
ly wanted and looked for by them ; tlie 
aged man laments the fact that he 
was not ap p rehended for then lie feels 
th at his son’s life would l av e been 
sp ared. 
Mr. Coleman was much concerned 
regarding his son’s wife, now in the 
county jail here, aud reemed deep ly 
griev ed that she should hav e been

appointed on the committee on naval 
affairs. 
In reply to one of Mr. Olm­ 
sted ’s qu estions, Mr. Lilley said the 
Electric Boat company had no plant 
and no assets.

He stated that while at Cob 
unibus information was given him by 
a man named Taylor, employed by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, re­ 
garding ship m ents of oil received by 
rivals. He said he was informed of all 
oil handled in his territory, ami used 
the information for the purpose of 
tracing the customers of competitors 
and attem p ting to “ line them up” for 
the Standard Oil company. Cooke said 
he never offend to cut prices for their 
trade, but used regular methods, such 
as saying his oil was better and 
0 uld 
be obtained easier. 
Cooke testified that he received as 
much credit for rep orting the sales of 
his rivals as if he had made the sale 
for the Standard Oil company. 
While in Indianapolis, he said, re­ 
ports were handed him by a hoy re­ 
garding the ship m ates of rivals in and 
out of Indianapolis. 
These reports 
were somewhat of a mystery to him, 
but be was of opinion they came from 
the office of the state oil inspector. 
Cooke also stated that f*» r U a month 
the Standard Oil company received a 
report dally from a freight handler in 
Logan sport, Ind., as to the oil receiv­ 
ed by one Frome.ver, an independent 
dealer In Logan sport.

We must note a few of the things 
mentioned in the two chapters which 
we have passed over since last lesson 
b' ’ 
faking 
up the lesson today. 
Thjut 
it the whole Bible we see 
the 
love 
and 
long 
suffering 
and 
patience of God on the one hand and 
the 
carnal 
mind 
of 
man—enmity 
against God—on the other. When J esus 
came—God manifest in the flesh—each 
of these was fully manifested. 
Iii 
these two chapters we have quite a 
sample of each, for we see the J ews 
seeking to kit! Him and saying He 
has a devil, He has never learned. 
At 
the close of the day the people went 
every man to his own house, while He, 
not having where to lay His bead, 
went to the Mount of Olives. He had 
to say of J udas Iscariot. “ One of you 
is a devil,” and because of some things 
Ile said many of His disciples went 
back and walked no more with Him. 
His own brethren did not believe in 
Him (chapters vi, GB. 70; vii, I, 5, 15, 
20, 53; vlil, I). 
Notwithstanding all 
this, Ile, knowing who Ile was and 
whence Ile came and whither Ile was 
going, that the Father who sent Him 
was 
always 
with 
Him. doing the 
works and telling Him what to say., 
and that He a1 ways pleased the Father 
(vill, 20*29). kept calmly and quietly on, 
finding It His meet to do the will of 
Him that sent Him, and, leaving all to 
God. Ile found His home and rest In 
His Father. 
J esus was always passing by some 
one who needed Him. 
lie is always 
passing by, but the crowd know not 
and care not. 
Occasionally some one 
who has heard of Him cries out and 
receives what 
he seeks—healing 
or 
sight or some blessing. 
Sometimes— 
as in today’s lesson— He Is found of 
them who seek Him not as He goo* 
about working the works of Him who 
sent Him. 
All physical ailments are 
suggestive of some spiritual ailment, 
and it is true that we are all blind 
from our birth, by nature children of 
wrath, dead in trespasses and sins, 
but God is not willing that any should 
perish and is really to give life to all 
Our Lord teaches in this lesson that 
any peculiar physical Infirmity Is not 
necessarily the result of any special 
sin, and yet to this day there are many 
who think otherwise, and if a child is 
born blind or deaf <»r dumb or weak­ 
minded they begin to inquire into tin- 
past life of the parents that they may 
find a cause. 
There are many busy­ 
bodies minding other people's affairs 
who would do better to get right with 
God themselves. 
We are till here that 
God may have some clay to fashion as 
He pleases into vessels meet for Ilfs 
own use. 
In the case of some blind 
people lie opened their eyes with a 
word; others 
He touched, 
but this 
man’s eyes Ile anointed with clay, 
which lh* made for the occasion, and 
sent him to was ii it off in the pool of 
Siloam. 
The man went and washed 
and came seeing (verse 7>. 
The < lay 
was something of earth and something 
of God. which suggests a person of 
earth born of God, a believer, one 
whose eyes have been opened. 
Ile 
uses such to open other blind eyes 
provided they are willing to la* washed 
off in Siloam and lost sight 
of by 
people. 
Siloam suggests Christ, for the 
word means “ sent” (verse 7). and J esus 
delighted to speak of Himself as “ sent 
by the Father” (verse 4; chapter vin. 
IG, 18, 2G, 29, 42). He sends us where 
Ile pleases, uses us as Ile sees fit, but 
we must fall back into Him. for no 
flesh shall glory in Ills presence—the 
Lord alone must be ex alted (I Cor. I. 
29-31; Isa. ii, ll. 17. 22h lf we were 
more willing to be thoroughly emptied 
of self and seek only tile glory of Go I. 
who can tell how greatly the Lord 
might use us to open the eyes of the 
blind and to manifest Christ to the 
lost? 
Oh , to b o emp tier, lo wlier, mean . u n n o ticed 
and unknown. 
And to God a vessel holler, filled with 
Christ an d Christ alo n e. 
The more we attain to 
a life like 
this, the more the adversary will show 
his hat ret! of us. 
The healing of this 
man led to a great controversy and 
finally to the man’s being cast out by 
the J ews because he stood lioldly for 
his benefactor, though be knew not 
who he was, but insisted that the man 
who could open his eyes must be a 
man of God, and so he withstood the 
J ews who talked against J esus. J esus 
found him after they had cast him out 
and revealed Himself to him, and he 
became a true believer (verses 34-38). 
To this day if a J ew confesses that 
J esus is the Christ—the Son of Gent­ 
ile is liable to be put out of the syna­ 
gogue (verse 2 2), disowned by his par­ 
ents and become an outcast from J ew­ 
ish society, unable to find employment 
among them. 
I am at present in touch 
with several who are suffering in this 
way, but the glory of His kingdom will 
more than recompense for all the suf­ 
fering. 
If we suffer with Him we 
shall also reign with Him. 
Happy ara 
all w ho can say as this man said, “ One 
thing 1^J inow, that whereas I was

Money may be generally defined as 
govern men rally stamped coin used as 
a medium of ex change. 
As a matter 
of convenience certificates are often is­ 
sued Instead of colu, w hich is held in 
reserve. 
Nothing looks more Innocent 
than coined gold and silver, and yet 
what a history is associated with the 
money of the world. where its selfish 
accumulation becomes a ruling pas­ 
sion and for its sake men will sacrifice 
honor and everything most dear to 
them In life! 
if all the money in the 
world’s history could tell its story, 
what 
tragedies 
would 
be 
revealed, 
what horrors would be on folded! 
But money, while a power for evil, 
may ix ? aud is a powder for good, 
The 
money is the same. 
The results de­ 
pend upon the different ways in which 
It is used. The same money may build 
a cathedral or a saloon, 
rn hospital or 
a house of prostitution, ah education­ 
al institution or a gambling den, where 
the lives of men are debauched aud 
ruined. 
All depends upon the wise use 
of it or the unwise use. 
It may be 
“ a root of nil evil” or an inspiration to 
all good, according to how we use it. 
The wise use of money is therefore 
of the greatest Importance. 
Nor does 
It depend upon the amount of money 
that Is used. 
It is just as wrong to 
use $1 unwisely as $ 1,000,000, though 
of course with the latter the greater 
harm can be done. 
But the young 
man who spends his dollar in rum. in 
cigarettes and other sinful practices 
uses it unwisely as well as the man 
who squanders a million in riotous 
living. 
'The miser who selfishly hordes 
up a few* hundred or thousand dollars, 
the limit of his opportunities, is just 
as sinful in his use of his money as 
the man who, having greater opportu­ 
nities. hordes his millions and delights 
to hear the rattling of the gold or to 
count bb* stocks and bonds. 
Let us 
not limit money sins to the rich alone. 
Though we have very little money, the 
demand rests upon us to use It In a 
wise w ay. The apostle sets for the un­ 
wise and the wise use of money: (I) 
It Is unwise localise w e have money to 
Ik? high minded. Motley develops pride. 
The rich think very often that It is 
their vested right to lord it over the 
poor or those under them. 
But God 
bateth the proud aud will humble them. 
(2 ) It Is unwise to trust in money rather 
than in God. 
“ Trust not In uncertain 
riches, but in the living God, who glv- 
eth us i ’m hly jill things to enjoy.” 
Riches are uncertain. God in constant, 
“ the 
same 
yesterday 
and 
forever.** 
How foolish lo trust In nu uncertainty 
when it is p o ssib le to trust hi a cer­ 
tainty, and that certainly greater and 
more powerful than all the world's 
riches combined* 
1'iie wise use of money Is here con­ 
trasted with its unwise use: (1) It Is 
wise to tic go ok I with money, “ that 
they do good. that they be rich in good 
works.” 
Money is a most powerful 
agent for doing good. 
It is not to be 
sneered at, as it is by many dema­ 
gogues. 
They take all they can get. 
Wisely used, it is a great power. The 
world’s churches, benevolent institu­ 
tions and works of charity ail prove 
this fact 
Our schools, colleges and 
universities demonstrate it, and thou­ 
sands of other good works of various 
kinds 
bear testimony to the same. 
What money we have let us do good 
with it. 
(2> It Is a wise use of money 
to distribute it w isely among those who 
are in need. 
This old world isn’t such 
an awfully selfish world. 
Let the cry 
of need lie heard in our own land or In 
a foreign land aud rich and poor make 
haste to distribute and to communicate 
to the needs of others. 
(3) A wise use 
of money lays up for us treasures iu 
heaven. 
Money cannot sa\e us. but if 
we are saved and use our money for 
God and humanity He will reward us 
in heaven. 
The money question is no small one 
Young people should seriously con­ 
sider it 
Out of your earnings save 
something, be it ever so small. 
Pro­ 
vide for your future ant! the ability to 
help others, and if God should bless 
you with riches use them for Him 
through humanity. 
“ Freely receiving,
